Officers  Named 

Professor  P.  H.  Brieger  was  elected  to  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  College  Art 
Association  of  America,  for  three  years,  at  their  meeting  at  Baltimore,  January  27th 
to  29th. 

Dr.  C.  B.  Farrar  was  elected  to  the  Council,  for  three  years,  of  the  History  of 
Science  Society.  Dr.  Farrar  was  also  elected  to  honorary  membership  in  the  Gesellschaft 
der  Gerzte,  Vienna. 

Dr.  Gordon  N.  Patterson  has  been  appointed  a member  of  the  Advisory  Aero- 
dynamics Panel  of  the  Naval  Ordnance  Laboratory,  Washington,  which  controls  the 
most  extensive  supersonics  facilities  in  the  United  States. 

Professor  R.  E.  Barrett  has  been  appointed  a member  of  the  executive  committee 
of  the  Toronto  Branch  of  the  Canadian  Institute  of  Mining  and  Metallurgy.

A week-end  workshop  on  “The  Case  Work  Process”  was  offered  in  Kingston  in 
February  by  Professor  Eda  Houwink  of  the  School  of  Social  Work.  Seventy  persons 
attended. 

Professor  E.  A.  Bott,  who  is  consultant  on  Aviation  Psychology  to  the  Defence 
Research  Board,  Ottawa,  recently  visited  Washington  and  a number  of  American  uni- 
versities, accompanied  by  an  R.C.A.F.  officer,  to  confer  upon  personnel  training  and 
research  programs  now  being  developed  jointly  by  defence  services  and  universities  in 
the  United  States. 

Faculty  and  Departmental  Notes 

The  Department  of  Italian,  Spanish  and  Portuguese  announces  a donation  of  ten 
scholarships,  presented  by  Senor  J.  M.  Castro-Rial,  the  Spanish  Consul,  to  enable 
students  and  teachers  at  this  University  to  study  in  Spain  this  summer.  The  scholar- 
ships consist  of  free  tuition  and  room  and  board  for  the  duration  of  the  course.  It  will 
be  possible  for  some  students  to  enrol  in  the  Universities  of  Madrid,  Barcelona  or  Malaga 
for  a two  months’  course,  although  the  scholarships  will  be  principally  for  a course  of 
one  month  in  the  University  of  Santander. 

The  second  Union  Winter  School,  organized  by  the  Canadian  Congress  of  Labour 
in  co-operation  with  the  Institute  of  Industrial  Relations,  was  held  at  Ajax  in  the  week 
ending  February  5th.  There  was  an  enrolment  of  130  students,  officers  of  union  locals 
or  members  of  the  international,  national  or  regional  staffs  of  unions,  from  coast  to 
coast.  The  President  and  A.  R.  Mosher  spoke  at  the  opening  ceremony  on  January  30th 
and  Pat  Conroy  spoke  at  the  closing  ceremony. 

Faculty  Housing — An  Appeal 

Nearly  a year  ago  an  emergency  committee  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  President 
the  large  number  of  the  University  staff  who  were  inadequately  housed,  involving  in 
many  cases  serious  distress.  During  last  summer  excellent  work  was  done  by  the  S.A.C. 
Housing  Service  in  finding  housing  for  those  most  seriously  in  need.  This  gave  some 
alleviation,  but  the  problem  of  finding  “married”  accommodation  is  a continuing  one. 
The  Housing  Service  has  agreed  to  continue  to  help;  it  invites  those  in  difficulty  to 
register  their  needs  and  will  actively  seek  appropriate  accommodation.  In  performing 
this  task  it  seeks  the  assistance  of  the  whole  staff. 

Will  all  members  of  the  staff  who  have,  or  who  know  of,  housing  accommodation 
for  sale  or  rent  please  make  a point  of  registering  it  with  the  Housing  Service,  so  that 
it  may  be  made  available  first  to  any  colleagues  to  whom  it  may  be  suitable.  The 
situation  is  urgent.  The  Committee  Representing  the  Teaching  Staff  urge  members 
of  the  staff  to  co-operate  in  this  way.
